‘Col. Hawkins’s illnéss dated from the 
campaign against Mololos, when he ex- 
posed himself almost recklessly in the 
disease-breeding climate. He was re- 
spected and loved by every man of his 
commend, and his death is deeply 
mourned by the troops. His body was 
placed in a hermeticaliy-sealed casket, 
and on the Sunday following his death 
impressive funeral services were con- 
ducted by the chaplain of the regi- 


| ment, all of the officers and men being 


in attendance. 
The remains were placed in the stern 
of the vessel and lay in state, attended 
day and night by a guard of honor, dur- 
ing the remainder of the voyage. The 
casket will be taken ashore tomorrow. 
with military ceremonies befitting Col. 
Hawkins’s rank, after which the re- 
mains of the dead commander will be 
sent to Pennsylvania for interment. © 
After the death of Col. Hawkins, the 
command of the regiment was Vested in 
Lieut.-Col. Barnett, who, like the de- 
ceased colonel, is popular among the 
men, and made a good record in 
the war. Of the 759 officers and men 
whom Lieut.-Col. Barnett brought to 
San Francisco, three are privates in 
the Sixth Artillery, and one is a mem- 
ber of the Nebraska regiment who 
was left behind in Yokohama when his 
companions sailed for this port on the 
Hancock. A dozen stowaways were 
also concealed in the hold, and were 
only brought to light after the Sena- 
tor had left Yokohama. 
The Senator had a good trip from 
Japan, and with the. exception of the

commander, there was mo sickness on 
board, barring a few case of seasick- 
ness and half a dozer case of dysen- 
tery. #t sight of land, all the indi- 
viduals were able to leave their bunks 
and line up on the main deck, except 
one poor old chap, who had developed 
symptoms of appendicitis, and who will 
be operated upon in the hospital here.

1 pines last year, the muster comprised 


about 860 men. Twenty-four 
killed in battle or died in the Manila 
hospital, and the rest of the sick and 
wounded, to the number of seven, are 
‘on the hospital ship Relief, which will 


‘probably arrive here within the next 


few days. 

The quarantine officer boarded the 
Senator about 7 o’clock, and after a 
careful inspection, admitted the crew 
and passengers. The transport had 
dropped anchor off the Folsom-street 
wharf, and it was decided that the 
regiment should not be landed until 
tomorrow. Uader cover of darkness, 
however, two privates slipped off in a 
tug, dropping down by a rope which 
had been used to haul up two sacks 
of mail matter sent out by the post- 
master to the regiment. The privates 
who thus absented themselves without 
leave announced their intention of see-' 
ing the town tonight, and of rejoining 
the ranks when the regiment is lined 
up on the dock tomorrow.

Stone’s stail, 
and James A. Campbell of the Phila- 
delphia Times, hastily embarked, and 
were soon alongside the Senator, e€x- 
tending a warm gréeting to their fel- 
low-Pennsylvanians and welcoming 
the brave lads back to their native 
land. 

Out of respect to the dead regimental 
commander, there was little cheering 
or other noisy demonstration, but the 
men quietly expressed! their delight 
at the first glimpse of the Golden Gate. 
Like the Oregon and Nebraska regi- 
ments, the Pennsylvania troops, prior 
to sailing from Manila, voted in favor 
of being mustered out in San Francisco. 

Lieut.-Col. Barnett, in the course of 
an interview, tonight, said: 

“The boys are all glad, of course, to 
get back home again, but their joy is 
tinged with sadness on account of the 
death of Col. Hawkins. The colonel 


Was a-most kind and considerate com- 


mander, who took a keen individual 
interest in his men, and it is little won- 
der, therefore, that the boys feel that 
his loss is a personal bereavement. 
“Col. Hawkins was a sick man at the 
beginning of the campaign which ended 
in the capture of Malolos. The regi- 
mental surgeon had advised him to re- 
tire,for rest and medical attention, but 
the colonel peremptorily refused declar- 
ing that he would go wherever his men 
went. When the final volley was fired 
at Malolos, Col. Hawkins was right in 


onward, and encouraging them with 
his exhibition of personal bravery. 
After that decisive battle, the colonel’s 
illness increased. The ailment devel- 
oped rapidly in the unhealthy climate. 
After we embarked he sank steadily, 
and his death at sea was not unex-

vania in the Philippines is one of 
splendid achievement. Soon after ite 
arrival it took a prominent part in 
the first and only severe fight with 
the Spaniards. This was during the 
night of July 31, and the morning of 
August 1, 1898, when the Spanish were 
driven from their trenches near Manila, 
while a terrific tropical typhoon was 
raging. In this historical engagement 
the Pennsylvania volunteers partici- 
pated with the First California Regi- 
ment, the Utah Battery and the Third 
United States Artillery. August 13, 
1898, the Pennsylvania participated in 
the advance on and capture of Manila. 
February 4, 1899, the regiment was en- 
gaged in the first protracted battle of 
the campaign against the insurgents. 
This contest ended, on the evening of 
February 5, in the capture of: the 
strongly-fortified De la Luna church. 
The regiment was under continuous fire 
at daybreak, February 5. One officer, 
Field, was shot from his horse 100 yards 
in front of the line, and his saddle 
and bridle were presented to Col. Haw- 
kins. 

The Pennsylvanians were surprised 
at Guiguinto bridge, March 29, and 
were almost by a creseent- 
shaped formation of 5000 insurgents. 
For forty minutes they sustained the 
full fire of the enemy, the nearest re- 
inforcements being 600 yards in the 
rear. 

During one of the engagements 
Lieut.-Col. Barnett was struck in the 
breast by a bullet, which, however, hit 
a testament in his pocket, was de- 
flected, and inflicted only a superficial 
wound. The regiment also took part 
in the Malolos campaign. 

The men mourn the death, from dis- 
ease, of their mascot, little Billy Ione, 
called “Searchlight” because of his red 
hair. He was picked up in this city 
and taken to Manila as the “‘child of 
the regiment.”

He Came from Good American Rev-

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 1—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] While the Republican 
party of Pennsylvania was awaiting 
the arrival of the transport Senator.

Treasurer, that gallant soldier died of 
disease on board the transport, not liv- 
ing to fulfill his ambition to return 
his men to those who loaned them to 
their country.

“T brought these men thousands of 
miles from home, have been their com- 
mander during a long and tedious ocean 
voyage; have been with them in camp, 
trenches and battle; with them have 
suffered privations and passed, through 
the trials of an invading army in the 
tropics, and, health permitting, I shall 
return them to their leved ones when 
our services are no longer required.” 

Col. Hawkins died July 18, two days 
out from Yokohama. His men say that 
their colonel was as gallant a soldier as 
ever wore shoulder straps—too ampbi- 
tious, perhaps, and erring, if at all, on

GREAT CANAL. 


Proposed New Waterway From the 
Lakes to the Atlantic. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.-] 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 1.—Maj. 
Charles Raymond, chief engineer of the 
United States army for this city, left 
today for Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., to 
attend a meeting of the Deepwater- 
ways Commission, of which he is presi- 
dent. The commission will discuss and 
compare the final surveys made for the 
contemplated route of the waterway 
from the Great Lakes to the Atlantic, 
and will inspect the Sault Ste. Marie 
Canal. Maj. Raymond approximates 
the cost of the proposed waterway at 
about $200,000,000. 

Before leaving today he said: “The 
route to be followed will be through 
the Sault Ste. Marie Canal to Lake 
Huron, through the river to Lake Erie, 
thence by ship canal around Niagara 
Falls to Lake Ontario.

MONTANA’S SENATOR-ELECT Is 


CHARGED WITH BRIBERY. 


State Supreme Court Orders the Im- 
mediate Trial of One of the Men 
Who Conducted His Campaign in 
the Legislature.

BUTTE (Mont.,) Aug. 1.—fExclusive 
Dispatch.] One phase in the determined 
fight against the seating of Senator- 
elect W. A. Clark of this city, culmi- 
nated today when the Supreme Court 
of Montana ordered an immediate trial 
of Attorney John B. Wellcome, against 
whom disbarment proceedings have 
been instituted before Atty.-Gen. No- 
lan. Wellcome is one of Clark’s attor- 
neys, and during the long and bitter 
fight in the Legislature, conducted the 
campaign for the Butte millionaire. He 
was said to be the head and brains of 
the entire camp for Clark. and it is 
alleged that thousands of dollars were 
spent by him tn buying votes. 

At the legislative investigation, 
three Republicans swore that they re- 
ceived from him $10,000 each for their 
votes. The money was produced, and 
is now in the State treasury. A grand 
jury wos summoned, and, after a long 
investigation, found no ‘bill against 
him, their action being due, it was 
alleged, to the fact that Helena was 

strong Clark city, his efforts having 
made Helena the capital of the: State. 

Several weeks ago disbarment: pro-. 
-eeedings were instituted against Well- 
come in the Supreme Court. The vase 
has been bitterly fought by Clark’s at- 
torneys and several hearings have been 
held. Today the Supreme Court gave 
2 decision that Wellcome must plead 
at once, and that the court will hear 
the case. This brings the charge 
against Senator Clark of wholesale 
bribery in connection with his election 
as United. States Senator, under the 
jurisdiction of the highest tribunal in 
the State, and interesting developments 
are expected. 


RUN ON THE BANKS. 


French Financial Institutions at 
Montreal Pressed by Creditors, 
[ASSUCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT] 

MONTREAL, Aug. 1.—As a result of 
a run on the Jacques Cartier Bank 
yesterday, occasioning a suspension for 
thirty days, a general run on other 
French banks occurred today. The 
Banque de la Hoehe, capitalized at $1,- 
250,000, which is paid up, is feeling the 


run more than the others, but the di- 


rectors claim they can withstand it. 
They are paying gut gold and Dominion 
bills. Their liabilities, according to 
their last statement, were over $8,000,000.

Elihu Root Takes the Oath ag 
‘War Secretary, 


Memorable Scene at the Nationa} 
Capital Yesterday. 


Congratulations and Farewell, 
Mingled—Peculiar Remarks of 
the Retiring Head of the De~ 
partment—His Last Official Acta, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—Elihu Roof 
took the oath of office as Secretary of 
War at 10:45 o’clock today. The cere- 
mony occurred in the large office of the 
Secretary of War, in the presence of 
Secretaries Gage and Hitchcock, As- 
sistant Secretary Meiklejohn, a large 
number of army officers in uniform and 
other employés and officials. The oath 
was administered by Judge Cole of the 
Supreme Court of the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

Secretary Alger arrived at the War 
Department at 10:40 o’clock, accom. 
panied by Mr. Root, for whom he had 
called in his carriage. They went im- 
mediately to the Secretary's private 
office. where were Secretaries Gage 
and Hitchcock, and were soon joined 
by Adjt.-Gen. Corbin and Maj. Hop- 
kins, the latter being the military 
retary of Secretary Alger.” A moment 
later Assistant Secretary Meiklejohn 
and Judge Cole entered, and were 
formerly presented to the new Secre- 
tary. Thé commission, bearing date 
today, was in possession of Adjt.-Gen, 
Corbin. 

By this time a number of army offi« 
cers had gathered in the main office, 
and Mr. Root and Secretary Alger and 
other members of the party had en- 
tered the room. It was 10:4 o'clock 
when Mr. Root stood up and took the 
oath o. Offlee: Jucee Cole then ad- 
dressed him as “Mr. Secretary” and 
Goon hands with and congratulated 

m, 

Gen. Alger then advanced and shook 
his hand most cordial!y, and said, with 
evident feeling: ‘“‘With all my heart I 
congratulate you and the administra- 
tion. You will find around you here 
men who will help in the arduous 
duties of your position. May God bless 
you and give you strength.” 

Secretary Gage then stepped forward 
and congratulated Secretary Root: He 
was followed by Secretary Hitchcock, 
Assistant Secretary Meiklejohn, Adjt, 
Gen. Corbin and Chief Clerk Schofield, 

Gen. Alger picked up the commission, 
signed by the President and attested 
by the Secretary of State. appointins 
Mr. Root Secretary of War. 

“Here is your commission,” he said, 
with a smile, handing it to Mr. Moot, 
“in which you lose your identity and 
become ‘Mr. Secretary.’ I go back to 
become a sovereign citizen ‘of the 
United States, and become Mr. Alger,” 

‘I sincerely wish it were the other 
way,’ said Mr. Root, as he accepted 
the parchment. 

Then the officers were presented ta 
Secretary Root by Victor L. Mason, the 
confidential secretary of the Secretary 
of War. As soon as they were intro- 
duced, they passed on and shook hands 
with Gen. Alger. Nearly all stopped to 
express their regrets upon his retiree 
ment, and to wish him success in the 
future. 

Gen. Miles appeared with his staff tn 
the full-dress uniform of the majore 
general commanding the army. He 
stopped to talk with Secretary Root for 
some timelongertthan any of the 
others. 

rollowing the presentation of the off- 
cers the civilian officials and clerks of 
the department came in and ghook 
hands with Secretary Root, and said 
farewell to the retiring Secretary. 

Secretary Gage, before leaving the. 
room, went up to Gen. Alger, shook 
him cordially by the hand, bidding him 
good-by. Alger left at 12:45 o’clock for 
his home in Detroit. His last official act 
Was to sign a requisition for the allote 
ment of $20,000 for transports. 

Secretary Alger intended that his last 
act should be signing the order direct« 
ing Maj. Charles Bird, assistant quar- 
termaster, to accompany the transport 
Thomas to Manila when she wag 
ready. He signed such an order, but 
the other business was presented a few 
minutes later. 3 

Secretary Root did not perform any 
official business today. As Gen. Alger 
is Secretary and draws the salary for 
today, it was thought best to avoid 
any legal complications bv having the 
business of the department performed 
by Mr. Meiklejohn, as acting Secretary.

ASTOR A RENEGADE. 


WILLIAM WALDORF NOW A SUB- 
JECT OF THE QUEEN. 


Millionaire Owes All He Has to His 
Native Country, but Englishman 
in Spirit That He is, He Gives Up 
American Citizenship. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The action of William Woaldorf 
Astor in forswearing his American citi- 
zenship and avowing allegiance to 
England’s Queen was not unexpected 
in New York, for it has been 1léng 
known that he had an inclination in 
that direction. He has been an Pag- 
lishman in spirit ever since he pur- 
chased and began the publication of 
the Pall Mall Gazette, and in May 
when he returned to New York to get 


out of paying his personal taxes, he 


swore that his home was in London. 

New York does not regard this mem- 
ber of the Astor family kindly. He 
has lacked public spirit and American- 
ism, although he lowes all he hs to 
his native country His entire course 
since he located in London, nine years 
ago, seems to have only brought him 
ridicule. He gave a dinner in London 
on a giant section of California rcd- 
wood, and because Alfred Harmsworth 
mentioned. this fact in the Daily Mail, 
Astor began a suit for libel against 
him. Under the peculiar libel law of 
England Astor forced him to apologize. 
Then he developed absurd social pre- 
tensions, and the Prince of Wales 
snubbed him. Next he claimed descent 
from a mythical person named Astorg, 
who had a hand in the crusades. It 
was shown that he could not have so 


gibed about it. 

London took him seriously only for 
a while, and now he has burned his 
bridges, as far as America is con- 
cerned. He was born in 1848, took a 
law course at Columbia, served in 
both houses of the New York Legisla- 
ture, was defeated for Congress by the 
late Roswell P. Flower, and was United 
States Minister to Italy. His brother, 
John Jacob Astor, is as popular as 
William Waldorf is unpopular.

NORFOLK (Va.,) Aug. 1.—Yellow 
fever appeared today at Phoebus, the 
little town almost adjoining the Sol- 
diers’ Home and Hampton.

There is no change in the local sit- 
uation, except that the authorities. 
have redoubled their diligence to pre- 
vent the fever spreading to this city 
from Hampton or elsewhere. The 
Mayor, Chief of Police and patrolmen 
are doing eighteen hours’ duty daily, 
and special officers, inspectors and 
physicians are working day and night, 
perfecting the quarantine against 
Hampton and neighboring points in 
the peninsula. 
THREE NEW CASES.

ONE DEATH REPORTED. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—Surgeon-

the yellow fever epidemic: 

“Our epidemic not extending. Last 
day two cases and one death, Origin’ 
not discovered. Do you know if we. 
can get immune surgeons and nurses?’ 
Surgeon-General Sternberg has res 
sponded to Surgeon Vickery’s question: 
in the affirmative, and will immediately 
furnish him with a list of the surgeons’ 
and nurses who may be employed by: 
him, for the surgeon-general is without 
authority to pay for them out of gi 
own appropriations. 

In reply to a telegraphic report from 
the Mayor of Norfolk, Surgeon-General 
Wyman turned over to the Norfolk au-. 
thorities Craney Island, below Norfolk, 
to be used in case of need as an isola- 
tion and detention camp. It was re- 
cently turned over by the navy to the 
jurisdiction of the Marine Hospital 
Service. 

A telegram was sent today by Gen. 
Wyman to Surgeon Pettus, at Old 
Point, directing him to at once insti- 
tute a thorough sanitary investigation 
as far Aas Phoebus. Surgeon Wasdin, 
at Phoebus, was ordered to make a 
house-to-house inspection there. The 
situation is regarded as favorable to- 
day. There has been no outbreak of 
fever outside of the original quarantine 
line. The usual period of incubation of 
the disease is from three to five days, 
although it has extended to eleven 
days.

CLARA BARTON TELLS OF CHIL-

died of starvation and want. These chil- 
dren are scattered throughout nearly 
every city and town of sufficient size 
and importance to receive the driven- 
out country people.

LOSS 


JAPAN AND CHINA SUFFER 
FROM RAGING TYPHOONS. 


Oriental Steamer Arriving at Vic- 
toria Brings News That Three or 
Four Hundred Japangse are 
Reported Dead. 


Thousands of Acres of Rich Crops 
Destroyed in the Flowery King- 
,, dom—Junk Goes Down With 
Eighty People. 


Prof. McNaughton Found not Guilty.

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

VICTORIA (B. C.,) Aug. 1.—The Ori- 
ental steamer Victoria, which reached 
here today, reports that before she left 
Kobe, Japan, a typhoon was raging 
which threatened serious damage to 
shipping. The steamship City of Pe- 
king and the Doric were both held over 
for a day, and the North German Lloyd 
steamer Hohenzollem was compelled to 
run back to Kobe because of the storm. 
The typhoon was severely felt at the 
latter place. 

The damage done by the big hurri- 
cane,which raged along the Japanese 
coast, and of which news was brought 
by the steamer Rio Jun Maru, a few 
days ago, was even more serious than it 
Was then reported. Between three and 
four hundred people are reported to 
have lost their lives. The little bam- 
boo-built town of Oita suffered the 
most. According to an investigation by 
the. Japanese authorities, 400 houses 
were swept into the river by the fall of 
an embankment 300 ken in length, and 
some ,one hundred ‘and twenty men, 
women and children went down to their 
death in the falling débris. 

In. Ashikimamura, several houses 
were washed away, and fifty people 
were killed and thirty, more are miss- 
ing. A train on the Yanaga and San- 
yox Railway was swept from the track, 
and ten people were killed. 

. China also has suffered recently from 
storms. July 4 many thousands of 
acres of rich crops were destroyed at 
Sheong Yun and Le Kong. Some 
houses collapsed and several children 
were washed away. Heavy rains, 
which were accompanied by thunder 
and squalls, did much damage in Can- 
ton and vicinity. Several junks were 
wrecked. 

.The most terrible accident was that 
which happened to a junk on its return 
voyage from Canton to Fan-Hu. The 
vessel foundered in a sudden squall 
near Loaknge. Thére were over eighty 
passengers, men, women and children 
on board. About sixty persons. mostly 
women. and children, were drowned. 
The charitable institutions in Canton 
sent boats to pick up the-corpses, and 
forty have been recovered.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—The month- 
WwW statement of the public debt, is- 
sued at the Treasury Department to- 
day, shows that at the close of busi- 
ness July 31, 1899, the debt. less cash 
in the treasury, amounted to $1,161,- 
587,671, an increase for the month of 
$5,267,436. This increase is accounted for 
by a corresponding decrease in the 
amount of cash on hand. 

The debt is recapitulated as follows: 
Interest-besring debt,  $1,046,048,770; 
debt on which interest has ceased 
since maturity, $1,215.740; debt bearing 
no interest, $389,167,328: total, $1,436,- 
431.838. This omount, however, does 
not inqlude $554,414,303 in certificates 
and treasury notes outstanding, which 
are offset by an equal amount of cash 
in the treasury.

He gave £2000 to the 
Anterican arms, and sent three sons 
intO service, one of whom died at 
Valley Forge. 


James Hawkins, Col. Jlawkins’s 
father, was a wood corder. Atexander 
L. was the fourth child. He was a 


student at Waynesburg College, and 
taught school. He volunteered in the 
Fifteenth Pennsylvania Cavalry August 
3, 1862. Hawkins was a corporal May 
12; and a lieutenant the following 
spring. He was commissioned captain 
of the One Hundred and First (colored) 
Regiment, and fought under’ Gen. 
Thomas. He has been colonel of-the 
Tenth Regiment for many years, start- 
ing as captain of Co..H, January 1, 

He leaves a widow and three child- 
ren, First Lieut. Clyde B. Hawkins, 
Sixteenth United States Cavalry, and 
Capt. Fred Hawkins, Co. D, of the 
Tenth Regiment, and a_ daughter, 
Jessie. Col. Hawkins was a large 
land-holder and stock-raiser in Wash- 
ington county. He was elected to 
the Pennsylvania State Senate last 
year, and had been offered the nomina- 
tion of State Treasurer or Congress- 
man-at-large, if he wished.

ENTWISTLE’S RAPID RISE. 


Dewey’s Fleet Engineer Promoted io 
Rank of Rear-Admiral.

NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—From engineer 
to rear-admiral is the advancement 
won by James Entwistle, one of the 
heroes of Manila Bay. Entwistle was 
in the navy during the civil war and 
has served Uncle Sam on.the seas ever 
since.

English Artist Tells How Philippine 

Campaign Should Be Conducted, 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

LONDON, Aug. 1.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The special artist of the Daily 
Graphic of this city, now in the Phil- 
ippines Islands, has been indulging in 
a vigorous growl at the treatment 
which he says he has been subjected to 
“by authorities who are so deficient in 
common. sense, to say nothing .of 
courtesy, as to forbid an artist the 
assistance which he might provide for 
himself by engaging servants to carry 
the food the military authorities de- 
cline to supply even now on payment.” 
He adds: 

“If this campaign were conducted by 
the British there would be officers com- 
manding at the base and lines of com- 
munication, roads would be repaired, 
streams would be bridged, or ferries 
established and supply trains would be 
moved along, establishing depots. 

*T have accompanied five British ex- 
peditions where these characteristics 
prevailed, but this is the first cam- 
paign I have seen, in which the trans- 
port service was systematically neg- 
lected. Even the Chinese established 
depots:in 1894. But here you cannot be 
taken from Manila to San Tomag by 
road, without having to swim streams. 
The troops are fed from hand to 
mouth.”

NDBW YORK, Aug. 1.—Col. William 
J. Bryan discusses the Philippine ques- 
tiom in this week’s Independent. . He 
says in part: 


“The Declaration of Independence as- | 


serts that governments derive their 
just powers from the governed, and 
this is the doctrine to which we have 
adhered for more than a century. If 
the doctrine set forth in the Declara- 
tion of Independence is sound, how 
can we rightfully acquire sovereignty 
over the Filipinos by a war of con- 
quest? If the doctrine set forth in the 
Declaration of Independence is sound, 
how can we rightfully purchase sov- 
ereignty from a Spanish sovereign 
whose title we disputed in Cuba and 
whose rebellious subjects we armed in 
the Philippines? 

“In the beginning of the Spanish 
war, Congress denied that our nation, 
had any thought of securing by con- 
quest new territory in the Western 
Hemisphere, why should we now think 
of securing in the Eastern Hemisphere 
new races for subjugation? It is sur- 
prising that any believer in self-gov- 
ernment should favor forcible annex- 
ation, but still more surprising is it 
for anyone who believes in the Chris- 
tian religion and the substitution of 
force for reason in the extension of our: 
nation’s influence. 

“If we adopt the gunshot gospel in 
the Philippines, how long will it be 
before that principle will be trans- 
planted in American soil? So long as 
our arguments are ,addressed to the 
reason and the heart, our progress is 
sure, but can we, without danger to 
Christianity, desert to the ancient plan 
of injecting religion into the body 
through bulletholes? 

“The question is frequently asked, 
What can we do? Nearly two months 
elapsed between the signing of the 
treaty and the beginning of hostilities 
in the Philippines. During that time 
the President and Congress might 
have given to the Filipinos the same 
assurance of independence that was 
given to the Cubans. . Such assurances 
would have prevented bloodshed. 

“It the President is not willing to 
take the responsibility of enforcing 
the doctrine set forth in the Declara- 
tion of Independence, he can call Con- 


gress together and let it take the re- 


sponsibility. A special session would 
be less expensive than the war, not to 
to speak of the principles involved.”

The necessity for additional police 
protection in the outlying sections of 
the city is to be called to the attention 
of the City Couneil-again by the Board 
of Police. Commissioners. A report 
from them on the subject will be sub- 
mitted at the next meeting, with the 
request that tHeir former request for 
more patrolmén be granted as soon as 
possible. 

Charles R. Moffat, formerly and for 
many years a member of the police 
force, was elected yesterday by the 
Board of Police Commissioners to fill 
the vacancy in the detective depart- 
ment caused by the death of Detective 
Goodman. 

The Board of. Police Commissioners 
yesterday adopted a motion presented 
by Commissioner Pascoe, the purpose 
of which is to secure for the Police 
Court lawyers the room now used by 
the reporters in the Police Station. Ac- 
cording to the terms of the motion the 
Chief is “instructed to request” the re- 
porters to vacate the room immediately. 
This order is a direct slap at the Coun- 
cil, that body having set apart the 
room for use by the newspaper men. 

The Board of Equalization took under 
advisement yesterday, after long argu- 
ment, the applications of several of 
the banks for reductions of their as- 
sessments. A decision on the matter 
is expected before the end of the week. 

The City Assessor has been ordered 
to at once assess all property in Gar- 
vanza and University, the city’s right 
to assess which has just been dis- 
covered. All owners of property there 
will be cited to appear before the board 
to show cause why their 
should not be taxed by the city. 

Judge Smith yesterday affirmed the 
judgment of the Police Courts against 
Max Cohn and others for violating the 
slot machine ordinance. The Judge 
oe that the new ordinance is good 
aw. 

The Farmérs’ and Merchants’ Bank 
began suit yesterday against the estate 
of ex-Senator L. J. Rose for the re-

PROTECPIUN: DEMANDED. 


MORE PATROLMEN WANTED IN RE- 
MOTE RESIDENCE, SECTIONS. 


City Council to Be Asked to at Once 
Increase the Police Force—Ques- 
tions of Bank Taxation Taken 
Under Advisement—Moffat Again 
Made a Detective. | 


The urgent necessity for an increase 
in the size of the police force is to be 
again called to the attention of the 
City Council, but it is doubtful if, ow- 
ing to the present condition of the 
city’s finances, the Counci! will order 
the increase. The matter will be pre- 
sentéd to the Council in response to a 
communication filed some time ago by 
the property-owners of the Fourth and 
Fifth wards asking that they be given 
better protection: This communication 
was referred to the Board of Police 
Commissioners and by them referred 
to the Chief. At the regular session of 
the board yesterday he submitted a re- 
port on the matter which is much the 
same as others which he has made. 


The case against Patrolman Gorman, 
charged with giving false testimony 
during an investigation by the board, 
was to have been tried at yesterday's 
meeting and the policeman appeared. 
When the matter was taken up Gor- 
man asked that it be continued as his 
attorney was not present. He said if 
the commissioners were disposed to 
make a serious ‘matter out of the 
charge and take such action as would 
affect his family, he preferred to have 
the case go over until the next meeting 
when his attorney will be present, If, 
however, the commission proposed to 
proceed as they have done in several 
other serious cases of late and impose 
only a light penalty, Gorman was will- 
ing to take his chances without an at- 
torney. The matter was postponed un- 
til the next meeting. 

The case against Patrolman Cc. L. 
Johnson was then taken up. He had 
been suspended and reported to the 
commission on a charge of having 
entered a saloon while in uniform and 
on duty for the purpose of drinking. 
There was no trial of the case and but 
a brief discussion, when on motion of 
Commissioner Goss the suspension was 
continued until next Sunday, after 
which time he is to be restored to duty. 

An extension of five days on his va- 
cation was granted Patrolman Harvey 
Davis. Ten days additional were 
granted Patrolman T. T. Conley. 

H. J. Stahmann was granted a res- 
taurant liquor license for No, 248 South 
Spring street, but his application for a 
transfer of a saloon license at the same 
place was referred to the Chief. The 
application of E. G. Reed for a license 
at No. 139% South Main street was also 
referred to the Chief. 

J. W. Thompson, Miles A, Long and 
H. C. Vignes applied for appointment 
as special policemen, The applications 
were placed on file. Similar action 
was taken on the application of A. Berg 
for appointment as a regular member 
of the force. 

Charlies R. Moffat was appointed a 
member of the police force to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of De- 
tectivé Goodman. The appointment 
could be made only by a suspension of 
the rules, because Moffat is more than 
35 years of age, the maximum age un- 
der the rules for new members of the 
force. Commissioner Goss moved that 
the appointment be made, and when 
attention was called to the rules, Mr. 
Pascoe moved that the rules be sus- 
pended and the motion prevailed. Mr. 
Goss’s motion was then adopted. The

TO OUST THE REPORTERS. 

Just at the close of the session Com- 
missioner Pascoe sprung what was in- 
tended to be a surprise, if any action 
taken by the commission would @ sur- 
prise. He read the following motion: 

“That the room now occupied by the 
reporters at the City Gaol is needed for 
the use of the police department. The 
Chief is hereby instructed to notify 
the reporters to vacate the room imme- 
diately and the Chief be allowed to 
make such alterations or repairs as de- 
sired by the department, under the su- 
pervision of the Superintendent of 
Buildings.” 

That the other members knew that 
such a motion was to be made was 
shown by their haste in adopting’ it 
and by the manner in which they 
treated it. Secretary Trowbridge sug- 
gested, for the information of the board, 
that the room referred to in the motion 
had been assigned to the use of the re- 
porters by the City Council some years 
ago, but that made no difference to the 
members of the board. The motion was 
not discussed, but was hurriedly put 
and adopted by the unanimous vote of 
being 
called. The board then adjourned. 

What Secretary Trowbridge-informed 
the board with reference to the re- 
porters’ room at the Police Station is 
the simple truth, as is shown by the 
records of the Council. The facts are 
these: 

When the present Police Station was 
built the reporters on the daily papers 
asked whether any room could be had 
there for their use, and they were in- 
formed that no room was to be 4as- 
signed to them, as is the case in many 
of the larger cities of the country. 
They had had a room in the old Police 
Station, but were to be left without one 
in the new one.; Then they appealed to 
the Board of Police Commissioners and 
so strongly was their case presented 
that that board looked upon the prop- 
osition with favor, and seeing this the 
Chief offered them a room in one of 
the upper floors of the building, a place 
which would have been of no possible 
use to them. This was refused andthe 
Police Commission supported the re- 
fusal. The report of the Police Com- 
mission to the Council is found on page 
495 of volume 47 of the records of the 
Council, im the minutes of the Council 
car held October 19, 1896. It fol- 
ows: 

“The Board of Police Commissioners 
reported: ‘At a meeting of the Board 
of Police Commissioners held this day 
it was on motion recommended to your 
honorable body that suitable apart- 
ments be set aside in the new City 
Jail for the use of reporters.’ Referred 
to the Supply Committee.” 

On page 540; volume 47 of the records 
of the Council, being the minutes of the 
meeting of October 26, 1896, appears the 
following: 

“The Supply Committee reported: 
‘Your Supply Committee begs leave to 
report in the matter of the report of 
the Board of Police Commissioners 
asking that the Council éurnish a room 
in the new City Central Police Sta- 
tion fer the use of the reporters, we rec- 
ommend that the Chief be instructed to 
set aside the search room for the use of 
the reporters on the daily papers and 
that said reporters be requested to con- 
fer with the Chief of Police in refer- 


ence to-furnishing the same.’ Which 
report was-adopted.”’ 
Acting upon these direct instructions 


from the Council, Chief Glass turned 
over to the reporters the keys to the 
room in question, and it has since, 
nearly three years, been used by them. 
In November, 1896, the City Council 
approved a requisition for the purpose 
of furnishing the room, limiting the 
expense to $100. It cost $72 to furnish 
the room, the furniture being purchased 
by the Supply Committee of the Coun- 
cil. A telephone was placed in the room 
free by the telephone company. The 
Board of Police Commissioners has 
never until now tried to exercise juris- 
diction over the room, although tBis 
is not the first time that an effort has 
been made by the Chief to oust the 
newspaper men from their quarters, 
because its location gives them facili- 
ties for getting the news. Some of the 
members of the Council yesterday, on 
being informed of what had been done, 
openly stated that they thought the 
Police Commission had overstepped its 
authority in endeavoring to rescind ac- 
tion taken by the Council. 

The use the Chief intends to put the 
room to in event the present efforts are 
successful is to make it a consulta- 
tion room, in which the Police-Court 
lawyers, those of habeas corpus fame 
and others, can consult those of the 
prisoners who are not held incomunica- 


dos. 

The Chief has issued orders that 
reporters shall be ejected from. the 
main office when prisoners are being 
booked. This is because reporters 
heard Matuskiwiez abusing prisoners 
when he was full, and reported the 
facts. The policeman was whitewashed. 
and the Chief said there never would 
have been any trouble, but for the 
divinely-condemned reporters. 


TAKEN UNDER ADVISEMENT. 


Petitions for Bank Reductions Be- 
fore Board of Equalization. 

The entire morning session of the 
Board of Equalization yesterday was 
taken up in the hearing of petitions 
from several of the banks for reduc- 
tions in their assessments. A dozen 
or more bankers and their attorneys 
appeared before the board, and as sev- 
eral of them appeared to present peti- 
tions based upon identically the same 
state of offairs as their neighbors in 
the business, they made a common 
cause, for one reduction would mean 
that all would secure the granting of 
their petitions. 

The questions were almost exactly 
the same as those involved when the 
petition of the Southern California 
Savings Bank was heard by the board 
several days ago. The purchase of 
bonds a short time before the time 
for making the assessments and the 
selling of them soon after that time 
had been attacked by the Assessor, 
who assessed not the bonds, but the 
money paid for them on the grounds 
that the purchases had been made 
for the purpose of avoiding taxation 
of that money. No effort was made by 
the Assessor to assess the money [or 
ten times its amount, as the law per- 
mits him to do, where he can show 
that there was an evasion, but the 
amounts were placed upon the assess- 
ment rolls at the value of the bonds. 
The bank officials did not deny the 
purchase of the bonds, but contended 
that they had a perfect right to pur- 
chase them, and that in taxing the 
money which they had paid for them 
the Assessor had exceeded his author- 


‘ity, and had acted without just reason 


so to do. The discussion was quiie 
lively at times, City Attorney Haas 
defending the actions of the Assessor 
and therefore becoming the target for 
all manner of inquiries by the attor- 
neys representing the banks. Mem- 
bers of the board at times asked ques- 
tions and Assessor Ward entered ac- 
tively into the contest. At the conclu- 
sion of the discussion the board took 
the matter under advisement, 

The total reductions in the city as- 
sessments made yesterday by the 
Board of Equalization amounted to 
$18,445, the largest amount being $7320 
granted to Germain Pellissier, most of 
it on acreage property. B. Ballerino 
applied for a large reduction of a large 
tract he owns in the extreme wesiern 
part of the city, and it was denied 
him. He left the room declaring that 
he wotild appeal to the courts to se-

° SUBURBAN ASSESSMENTS. 
The Board of Equalization has or- 
dered the immediate assessment of the 
property in Garvanza and University, 
which were recently annexed to the 
city, and has also ordered that cita- 
tions be issued to secure the appear- 
ance of the owners of this property

sessed. City Attorney Haas informed 
the board that with the. filing of the 
certificate of election with the Secre- 
tary of State these suburbs became @ 
part of the city for all purposes save 
only that they could not be taxed for 
improvements made prior to the an- 
nexation. He said there is nothing in 
the law to prevent the levying of taxes 
against the property there for general 
purposes, and for such bond issues as 
may hereafter be voted, and in which 
voting the people of those districts 
participate. The City Assessor was 
directed to copy the county assess- 
ment rolls at once and the’first of the 
citations will be issued today. 


Another Fender Test, 
I. P. Clark of Alameda, who is trying 
to secure the adoption of a fender of 
his invention by the Traction Company, 
has invit the city officials, especially 
the City CMuincil, to witness a practical 
test of his invention this afternoon at 
4:30 o’clock. The test will take place 
in front of the Traction Company's 
power house on Georgie and Girard 
streets. A dummy has been made and 
will be placed upon the track in front 
of a car equipped with the fender and 
picked up by it. 


To Move an Engine-house. — 

In response to the request of property 
owners living in the vicinity of Four- 
teenth street and Central avenue, the 
engine house now being erected there is 
to be moved back to the line of houses 
instead of being placed on the street 
line. The work will cost about $400. 
Councilman Pessell secured the consent 
of the other members of the Council 
to the change yesterday and the Build- 
ing Superintendent directed the con- 
tractor to move the building. 


July License Collections, 

Th reports of the City Clerk and 
City License Collector as to the collec- 
tions of licenses for July has been con- 
pleted. It shows that during that month 
1760 licenses of the value of $15,815.50 
were issued, and 1513, worth $15,358, 
were collected. Of those which were not 
collected forty-two were void because 
of doubles and errors and were can- 
céled. The remaining 180 were returned 
to the collector for another effort to 


collect them. 


Protest Against Curbing, . 

A numerously-signed protest against 
the proposed curbing of both sides of 
Bighth street between Los Angeles and 
San Pedro streets has been filed in the 
office of the City Clerk. The reason for 
the protest is that the property owners 
there think the present redwood curb 
answers all purposes well enough to 
suit them, and that a cement curb 
would only mean an unnecessary e€x- 
pense to them. | 


Labor Bureau Report. 

».Col. W. E. Morford, manager of the 
Bree Labor Bureau, which iz main- 
tained jointly by the city and county, 
has submitted his report for July to the 
City Clerk for presentation before the 
City Council. It shows that during the 
month situations were seoured through 
the bureau for 417 males and eight fe- 
males. This is one of the largest 
month’s work in that department this 
year.

SLOT MACHINES ILLEGAL. 


AN APPEAL CASE GOES AGAINST 
THE SLOT MEN. 


Judge Smith Affirms the Judgment 
of the Police Court in the Case 
of the City Against Max Cobn. 
His Opinion. 


The owners of nickel-in-the-slot ma- 
chines will not receive much consdla+ 
tion from the appeal of the case of 
Max Cohn et al., convicted some time 
ago in the Police Court for violating 
a city ordinance prohibiting the use 
of slot machines. Judge Smith yester- 
day affirmed the judgment of the lower 
court, and pronounced the city ordi- 
nance good law. 

Cohn, who is an employé of a Spring- 
street cigar store, was arrested on a 
complaint alleging that he “did wil- 
fully and unlawfully operate, keep, 
maintain, rent, use and conduct within 
the city of Los Angeles a slot machine,” 
the winnings of which were redeémable 
in merchandise. This is a violation of 
the recently-passed city ordinance, and 
Cohn was found guilty. 

It has been contended by Cohn that 
the city had no authority to pass the 
ordinance in question, under the char- 
ter; while, if the charter were broad 
enough to allow such legislation, the 
State having passed a law against 
gaming, a city has no right to legislate 
upon the same subject. Cohn’s second 
contention was made in attacking the 
Police Courts of the city, alleging that 
they have no legal existence by rea- 
son of the population of the city hav- 
ing passed the 100,000 limit. 

Judge Smith held that, under the city 
charter and the State Constitution, the 
police powers of the city are very 
broad and include at least all species 
of gaming or gambling and all prac- 
tices and pastimes which directly tend 
to idleness and immorality which have 
not been included in the general stat- 
utes of the State. 

“And now,” says Judge Smith, “‘the 
question is presented, does the nickel- 
in-the-slot machine come within the 
definition of gaming or gambling, or a 
gambling device?” 

Among other cases cited, Judge Smith 
referred to a case involving the ques-’ 
tion as to whether a similar machine 
to the one in question in this case was 
a gambling device, which arose in the 
United States Circuit Court, Northern 
District of California. In this instance 
Judge Morrow held that it was a gamb- 
ling device, and refused an injunction 
which was sought to restrain an al- 
leged infringement, upon the ground 
that a patent covered only useful ma- 
chines, and that the nickel-in-the-slot 
machine was a gambling device and 
not useful, and the court says: 

“Tt is a general principle, based 
upon public pomey, that the patent 
laws of the United States do not au- 
thorize the issue of a patent for an in- 
vention which is injurious to the mor- 
als, health or aoe order of society. It 
is urged that tfis machine is suscepti- 
ble of being utilized as a toy or child’s 
plaything, but it is sufficient answer to 
this suggestion that no such use has 
as yet been made; the only use to 
which the invention has been put being 
for gambling purposes.. I must hold 
that it is not a useful device, within 
the meaning of the patent laws, as its 
use so far has been only pernicious and 
hurtful.” 

In arswer to Cohn’s contention that 
the city cannot suppress the slot ma- 
chine, Judge Smith says that it is not 
apparent that the city is confined to 
anv particular mode of suppressing an 
evil. “Must the ordinance be directed 
against the game, or the persons who 
play the game, or the person who con- 
ducts the game, or against the appara- 
tus by which the game is played?” he 


and continues; “It would seem 


“on Monday, 


that an ordinance that, In a reason- 


able manner, reaches and accomplishes 
the end in view, that does suppress and 
prohibit games; is within the scope of 
Such power, no matter what partictlar 
phase of the game is. made unlawful. 
We are driven to the conctusion,that 
the slot machine is a gamblin aevice, 
and it is for the city, t rough its legis. 
lature, to say in the exercise of its po 
lice powers, what is contrary to the 
well-being and good order of the peo- 
ple, and in this regard unless the or- 
dinance is unreasonable upon Its face 
or comes in conflict with the general 
law, their determination is final.” 
Judge Smith held that according to 
authorities the ordinance was not in 
conflict: with the general law, as cons 
tended by Cohn, nor was there ground 
why he should attack the legal exist- 
ence of the Police Courts of the city. 
After a careful exa ination,” con- 
cludes Judge Smith, “o alleged errors 
arising at the trial, it does not appear 
that they are reversible errors, and 
the judgment is affirmed.

L. J. ROSE’S DEBTS, 


A Big Suit Filed Against His Estate 
by a Bank. 
One of the biggest suits ever inati- 
tuted in this county was filed at the 
office of the County Clerk yesterday. 
The Farmers’ and Merchants’ Bank of 
Los Angeles has begun foreclosure pro- 
ceedings against the estate of the late 
ex-Senator L. J. Rose, to recover $264,- 
237.45, with iterest thereon, at 9 per cent. 
from July 17, 1899, and attorneys’ fees, 
The law firm of Graves, O'Melveny & 
Shankland is looking after the interests 
of the Farmers’ and Merchants’ Bank 
and by stipulation in the mortgages 
they are to receive 5 per cent. of the 
amount due, as counsel fees, which are 
set down in the complaint as $12,500. 


The action brought yesterday is 
to foreclose on two m 
securing two promissory notes of 


$194,000 and $14,700. The first note was 
executed May 29, 1896, and was pay- 
able one year after date. The property 
mortgaged to secure this note inciuded 
the home-place of the Roses on the 
corner of Grand avenue and Fourth 
street, and large portions of the Sunny 
Slope Ranch, besiges over a dozen other 
pieces of valuable property in this 
county and Ventura county, where Mr. 
Rose was largely interested. 

This note was originally executed to 
Isaias W. Hellman, who loaned Mr. 
Rose the $194,000, but afterward ag- 
signed his claim to the bank, It is al- 
leged in the complaint that no pay- 
ments of either interest or principal 
have ever been made, and that the in- 
terest 17, is $54,584.80, 
making a tot ue on the 
$248,584.80, 

Mrs. Amanda Rose is the executrix of 
the estate, and to her, on July 19, the 
bank presented its claim and on July 
31 it was allowed both by the executrix 
el by Judge Shaw in Department 

The second note is for $14,700, ex- 
ecuted on December 28, 1898, to the 
Farmers’ and Merchants’ Bank. On this 
note also no payments have ever been 
made, and it aggregates to July 17, the 
sum of $15,432.65. The claim was ap- 
proved at the same time as was that of 
the larger note: 

The bank also asks for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver. In both mortgages 
it was stipulated that, should action 
brought to foreclose, a receiver shoul 
be appointed upon plaintiff’s applica- 
tion to receive the rents of the prop- 
erty and apply them to the payment of 
the taxes. 

The bank alleges that since the execu- 
tion of the mortgages, the Rose prop- 
erties have so greatly depreciated in 
value that the money loaned cannot be 
realized therefrom. It is asked that the 
receiver take charge of so much of the 
property as is now yielding rents, and 
also of the ranch property, known ag 
Rosemead, which is largely planted to 
full-bearing fruit trees and is produc- 
tive of great profits. A receiver ig 
asked because, neither personally nor 
as executrix, is Mrs. Rose able to look 
after the property interests of the eg- 
tate. If, after the Sheriff's sale, there 
be insufficient funds to satisfy the 
amount due the bank, it is prayed that 
the balance be set down against Mrs. 
Rose personally and paid: in the ordi- 
nary administration of the affairs of 
the estate. 


BIT OF GOOD LUCK, 


Harry Siegel Finds a Long-lost Ring 
of Great Value. 

Harry Siegel, of chapeau fame, has 
found a long-lost ring. He located it 
and with the aid of a 
search warrant {ft was obtained yes- 
terday and will soon be in his pos- 
session. 

A year ago last February, he paid a 
visit to the Sierra Madre Hotel. While 
there a diamond ring, worth $150, was 
stolen from him by a negro porter, 
who, after the theft, was finally lo- 
cated in Randsburg, where he sold 
the ring to a doctor by the name of 


Wood. The authorities soon discovered 


that the doctor had the ring, and he 
was ordered by the Sheriff not to dis- 
pose of it. This order, however, he 
is said to have disregarded, and 
straightway sold the ring. Who 
bought it from him had for several 
months been a deep mystery until 
yesterday. 

The other day a well-dressed gentle- 
man stepped into Siegel’s store to buy 
a bit of haberdashery. While trying 
on a neck scarf, Mr. Siegel noticed 
that the ring his customer was wear- 
ing was an exact counterpart of the 
one he had lost so long ago. He en- 
tered into conversation with the gen- 
tleman, learned his name and resi- 
dence, and immediately hastened to the 
Justice Court for a search warrant. 
It was issued, and served. and after 
some difficulty, the ring was procured, 
and is now in the possession of Deputy 
Constable de la Monte. Siegel’s cus- 
tomer said he had paid a Randsburg 
doctor $75 for the ring, which is & 
broad gold band set with several ru- 
bies and a diamond. 


PAYS THE JUDGMENT, 


Van Gorder Ends a Multiplicity of 
Court Proceedings. 

The judgment in Justice James's 
court that has caused Arthur G. Van 
Gorder so much worry and trouble, has 
finally been settled. Van Gorder is 
the young High School professor, who 
has been conspicuously before the pub- 
lic many times of late on account of 
actions in direct opposition to orders 
of the Township Court. Two or three 
years ago a judgment was entered 
against him for about $68. About three 
months after that time he moved to 
have it set aside, and his motion was 
granted. This was during the ad- 
ministration of Justice Young. When 
Justice James came into office he con- 
sidered Justice Young’s action in set- 
ting aside the judgment, after the ten- 
day limit within which the law pro- 
vides such motions shall be made, 
illegal and void. Thereupon applica- 
tion of Van Gorder’s creditor, to whom 
was owing the judgment, began the 
issuance of a grist of summonses and 
executions that have given Van Gorder 
no little prominence from time to 
time. Van Gorder, however, was re- 
lying upon Justice Young's right to set 
aside the original judgment, and paid 
little attention to most of the pro- 
ceedings subsequent; he seemed 60 
careless, in fact, of what was de- 
manded of him, that fines in the sum 
of about $300 now stand against him 
on the records of the Township Court, 
At last, however, he seems to have be- 
come willing to admit that the original 
judgment was valid, and yesterday h@

GOVERNMENT VERSUS PRIVATE IRRI- 
-GATION. 

That the government will undertake 
a complete system of irrigation works, 
ultimately covering all possible terri- 
tory, is a policy as sure to be adopted 
as the sun is sure to rise, the question 
being simply one of time. 

There is no likelihood that the gov- 
ernment will ever construct reservoirs 
where private capital can be enlisted 
to do the work, but as each year adds 
to our experience on water problems, 
we begin to see that these private 
water schemes are generally too se- 
rious a menace to public welfare. No 
land in the world can afford to pay 
so high a price for water as the orange 
orchards of Redlands. One would 
imagine that capital would have 
rushed in long ago to pick up the 
scattered fragments of the Bear Valley 
Company, to have built dams in the 
Santa Ana Basin, and to have devel- 
oped water at other points. A water 
famine has stared Redlands in the 
face for years. The extortionate price 
of $3, and even $4, an inch for a day’s 
flow of water has been considered an 
inevitable sequence to a dry season, 
and has now become a fact, yet com- 
paratively little has been done to avert 
the disaster. The loss on the coming 
crop, already affected by water short- 


age, is estimated to be far in excess of: 


what the necessary dams would have 
cost. 
taken up by capitalists? Why has 
Redlands stood like one paralyzed? 
Simply and solely because progress 
has been and is today blocked by sym- 
pathizers of the Bear Valley Company 
and the holders of the company’s se- 


curities. No matter what these securi- 


ties may be, owners of them 
faintly hope that something may ulti- 
mately be realized from their inter- 
ests, and so desire to place no obstacle 
‘{n the way of a reorganization. The 
citizens are beginning to realize that 
their interests are not identical with 
the security holders of the Bear Val- 
ley Company. 

Since the failure of the company, 
some years ago, the loss to the State 
along the Bear Valley system cannot 
be computed at jess than one-quarter 
to one-half million dollars annually, 
and this is but one of many private 
schemes which have wretchedly failed, 
all of which are now bringing dis- 
credit upon irrigation development. 
As George H. Maxwell. an eminent 
irrigation authority, says: 

“Litigation, uncertainty and decep- 
tion as to water supplies and water 
rights have created widespread dis- 
trust and fear of settlement on irri- 
gated lands. Every western colonist 
whose hopes have been blasted by any 


of these causes has warned a whole 


community in the East to beware of 
risking a similar disaster by coming 
West. 

“Not only must these evils be abso- 
lutely remedied and femoved, but it 
must ke made known to all the peo- 
ple that the conditions which gave 
rise to the evils have been perma- 
nently changed, and that the irrigated 
rural home is safe from drought and 
litigation. This knowledge must come 
to the people through the press spon- 
femeously and naturally, as news of

conditions actually existing and per- 

manently established in the West. 
“These results can only be brought 

about by the adoption by the State 


policy for the reclamation and settle- 
ment of the arid region, the adapta- 
tion of the laws of irrigation of every 
State to this policy, and the applica- 
tion of sound and fundamental pi ®.ci- 
ples to the construction and operation 
of all irrigated systems. The water- 
right system on one hand, and the 
irrigation district system on the other, 
must be eliminated. 

“The ownership of land and water 
under all distributing systems must he 
united, and the fundamental principle 
must be recognized that the land itself 
is worthless unless there is attached 
to it as a perpetual appurtenance the | 
inalienable right to the water neces- 
sary for its irrigation.” 

That such an end may be attained 
through private ownership of water 
privileges, is, except in rare cases, 
quite impossible. That the broad gov- 
ernment policy would accomplish the 
desired result is incontrovertibly true. 


SECRETARY WILSON’S WESTERN TOUR. 

The visit of the Secretary of Agri- 
culture, Hon. James Wilson, to the Pa- 
cific Coast, is of much more ‘signifi- 
cance and importance than is gener- 
ally understood. His coming, it ap- 
pears, was upon the especial sugges- 
tion of the President, and its principal 
object was to make a. study of the 
conditions and needs of the people of 
the Pacific Slope. oli 

Mr. Wilson is not a professional pol= 
itician, with axes to grind and fences 
to repair. He is, however, a practical 
farmer, the greater part of whose life 
has been devoted to agricultural pur- 


suits and to the study of means and 
methods for the advancement of the 
science of agriculture. He is, withal, a 
| man of broad views and of large ex- 
perience in practical affairs. His 
views are, therefore, of national inter- 
est, and his suggestions are worthy of 
careful consideration. 

As indicated by an interview, pre- 
sented elsewhere in this morning’s 
issue of THE TIMES, Secretary Wilson 
feels a keen interest in California, its 
products, its possibilities, its people, 
and the problems which are before 
them for solution. The intelligent 
and thorough understanding ‘which he 
has of such subjects as irrigation, the 
building of reservoirs, the adaptability 
of our soil and climate to products of 
various kinds, the irrigation of the 
arid lands of the national domain, 
and kindred subjects which are of 
vital interest to us, is indeed surpris- 
ing, until we remember that, as the 
head of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, it has been a part of his duty to 
make a close study of these things; 
and, remembering this, it becomes 
clearly evident that he is unqualifiedly 
the right man for the important posi- 
tion which he occupies. 

Secretary Wilson’s views on the sub- 
ject of the beet-sugar industry and 
its possibilities in Southern California 
are especially interesting, and his sug- 
gestion that one of the secrets of suc- 
cess in this industry will He in the 
conversion of the beet pulp into dairy 
products, after the sugar has been ex- 
tracted, is worthy of especial atten- 
tion. If, as he intimates, the thorough 
utilization of this by-product is one of 
the principal reasons for the cheaper 
production of sugar by our competi- 
tors abroad, it is evident, as the Sec- 
retary says, that we can compete with 
any sugar-producing country in the 
world, when we have learned to stop 
the present waste. 

Secretary Wilson is a thorough be- 
liever in the policy of trade expansion, 
and a stanch defender of the Presi- 
dent’s course as regards the Philip- 
pines. He also believes that the Nica- 
ragua Canal should be built as soon as 
possible, and that a Pacific cable 
should be laid without unnecessary 
delay. The people of the Pacific Coast 
have in Secretary Wilson a_ strong 
and earnest friend “at court,” and -he 
can be relied upon, beyond a doubt, to 
do all that can reasonably be expected 
of lim, in his official capacity, to ad- 
vance our interests. He is in a posi- 
tion to render material service to this 
section, and will certainly improve all 
legitimate opportunities to do so, if. 
the deep interest which he evidently 
takes in the Pacific Coast and its peo- 
ple is any criterion.

DEATH OF A VETERAN SOLDIER oF | 


THREE WARS. 

The painful news of the death of 
Col. A. L. Hawkins of the Tenth Penn- 
sylvania Regiment was brought to 
San Francisco yesterday by the trans- 
port Senator, which also brought the 
body of this gallant veteran officer, 
who died on the homeward voyage 
from Manila. Col. Hawkins was a 


veteran of the War of the Rebellion, in 


which he commanded a regiment of 


colored troops at the siege of Nash- 


ville. For twenty-two years he com- 
manded the Tenth Regiment of the 
Pennsylvania National Guard. Upon 
the outbreak of the Spanish-American 
war he tendered his regiment and 
himself at its head to the government. 


| Their services were accepted and the 


command sailed from San Francisco 
for Manila in June, 1898, arriving in 
time to participate in the capture of 
the city on the 13th of August. During 
the Filipino rebellion the Tenth—an 
eight-company, two-battalion _ regi- 
ment—rendered arduous gallant 
service on the northerly line, taking 
part in several severe engagements 
and sustaining numerous casualties. 
In the outset of the war the command, 
with the exception of two companies 
doing garrison duty on Corregidor Isl- 
and, was brigaded in the First Bri- 
gade of the Second Division of the 
Eighth Army Corps. Later it was 


transferred to the Second Brigade of 


the same division, and took part in 
the successful campaign against Malo- 
los, from March 25th to March 3ist, 
ending in the fall of the second rébel 
capital, also sharing in other impor- 
tant operations on the northerly line 
in the province of Bulacan. 

Col. Hawkins proved himself to be 
a brave, skillful and competent com- 
mander, and his untimely death, oc- 
curring after the expiration of his 
term of service, en route to his home, 
will be widely and sincerely deplored. 
Col. Hawkins was a Pennsylvania 
State Senator-elect, having been 
chosen by the people of his district 
during his absence from home in the 
service of his country.

BRYAN AND FILIPINO “‘INDEPENDENCE.”’ 

In his speech at Chicago recently, at 
the time of the meeting of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, W. J. 
Bryan made the strongest possible bid 
for the nomination of his party for 
President in 1900. But when he came 
to talk about the Philippine question, 
he made rather a bad mess of it.. Evi- 
dently lacking the courage to advocate, 
openly, the withdrawal of American 
troops from the islands, he sought 
refuge in ambiguities and glittering 
generalities, declaring, in effect, that 
the islands Should be given indepen- 
dence and “protected from outside in- 
terference while they work out their 
own destiny.” 

Mr. Bryan evidently did not perceive 
the incongruity and the impracticabil- 
ity of his suggestion, though both are 
apparent upon a little reflection. What 
is “independence?” Is it not a condi- 
tion of affairs in which the people en- 
joying its blessings, or its supposed 
blessings, are not dependent upon any 
outside power for the protection of 
their rights? The proposition to give 
the Filipinos independence and then 
to protect them against outside inter- 
ference, is an absurdity. The sort of 
independence which needs to be pro- 
tected is not independence at all, but 
is dependence of the most obvious 
kind. If they had real independence, 
the possession of it would imply ‘the 
ability to protect themselves. As 
they are confessedly unable to do that, 


for the requisite protection upon some 
outside power, stronger than thém- 
selves. As matters have shaped them- 
selves, it is inevitable that the United 
States shall be the power which thus 
lends to the Filipinos the protection 
of its superior strength and prestige. 
Our destinies are therefore bound. up 
‘with those of the Filipinos, to a cer- 
tain extent, whether we would have it 
so or not, and the only wise course is 
for us to make the best of the situa- 
tion. 

Mr. Bryan evidently meant that we 
should grant the Filipinos an autdno- 
mous form of self-government, guar- 
anteeing them against outside inter- 
ference. This is practically what the 
President proposes to do, as soon as 
they stop fighting. But, of course, Mr.

SECRETARY JAMES WILSON VIS- 
ITS LOS ANGELES. 


The Head of the Department of Ag- 


riculture is Entertained by a 
Drive and a Public 
Reception, 


The Secretary Indorses Expansion 
and Commends the Conduct of 
the War in the 
Philippines, 


Discusses Irrigation, Beet Sugar, 
Oranges, the Nicaragua Canal 
and Other Questions of 
the Day. 


Secretary of Agriculture James Wil- 
son spent yesterday in Los Angeles. In 
the afternoon he was driven about the 
city, In the evening a reception was 
held in his honor at the Chamber of 
Commerce, and immediately afterward 
he left for San Francisco. 

For several weeks the Secretary has 
been traveling through the Pacific 
Coast States, studying agricultural 
and commercial conditions. His arrival 
in Los Angeles has been awaited for 
two weeks, as it was at first expected 
that he would be here on July 19 and 
20 for the national convention of the 
American Forestry Association, but it 
was not until yesterday morning that 
the private car in which the Secretary 
travels with his daughter and s60n, 
James M. Wilson, reached the Arcade 
depot. The distinguished visitor was 
met by a delegation from the Chamber 


Commerce, including President J. §. 


Slauson, Adolph Petsch, M. H. New- 
mark, Maj. E. F. C. Kliokke, A. B. 


Cass, C. H. Toll, and Secretary Frank 
Wiggins. 

Yesterday afternoon the Secretary 
was driven about the city by a Cham- 
ber of Commerce committee. He was 
accompanied by Congressman R. J. 
Waters, Gen. H. G: Otis, Col. B. F. 
Allen, Maj. E. F. C.. Klokke, and 
Adolph Petsch. The party drove 
through Elysian and Echo parks, 
through the oil fleld, and past West- 
lake Park to “The Bivouac,” en. 
Otis’s home on Wilshire boulevard, 
where the guests were entertained for 
half an hour. The drive was contin- 
‘ued through the Westlake _ region, 
along Adams and Figueroa streets, and 
back to the. Chamber of Commerce. 

The Secretary expressed delight at 
Southern California weather and spoke 
admiringly of the homes, the gardens 
and the general progress and striking 
development of the city. 

The Secretary is a Scotchman by 
birth, and his race shows in his stal- 
wart frame, his bushy hair and beard, 
grizzled now, and keen’ eyes. 
Though he is a practical farmer, and 
has lived in the country most of his 
life, first as a boy, on a seacoast farm 
in Scotland, and then on the western 
prairies, where his home still is. two 
miles from TYaer, Iowa, his manners 
are those of a polished man of the 
world. He is distinctly the man of 
affairs. As Congressman, as director 
of the Iowa’ agricultural éxperiment 
Station. and as a member of the Presi- 
‘dent’s official household,*he has been 
-an important figure for years, and no 
‘one would Icok at him without singling 
him out as a man of strong personality. 

The Secretary’s handshake is hearty, 
and his manners attractive. He :alks 
well, from a full fund of information, 
and he is a good listener. He is on 
the alert for information, and he plies 
the people he meets with well-directed 
questions. Throughout the drive he 
watched with interest the country 
through which he was passing, and he 
was quick to notice soils and vegeta- 
tion and material improvements. He 
is an enthusiast in his own work, and 
the scientific quality of his mind is 
much in evidence. He discusses with 
originality and force projects for stim- 
ulating and developing American 
agriculture and industry, .and with 
equal vigor the questions of the broad- 
ening national horizon. . 

“This is. a big country,” said the 
Secretary, when questioned concerning 
his plans for the rest of his journey, 
“and. to get around over it one has to 
travel fast. 

“On this trip I am not staying more 
than a day in any one place. Tonight 
I shall go to San Franrcisco, in order 
to spend a day visiting the Agricul- 
tural College of the University of Cali- 
fornia. Then I shall head for Ogden, 
on the way visiting Nevada, which I 
have never seen. From Ogden I shall 
go to Cheyenne and thence East. There 
are a great many important agricul- 
‘tural problems to investigate every- 
where.”’ 

IRRIGATION PROBLEMS. 

“Mr. Secretary, how about irriga- 
tion?” 

“That is a vital question. Unless it 
is properly directed irrigation can do 
a great deal of harm. Sometimes too 
much water is applied and alkali 
brought to the surface. Whole orch- 
ards are destroyed by alkali which 
would have been harmless if the irri- 
gation had been done with discretion. 
Another problem is the silting-up of 
‘reservoirs, which have been built at 
an immense cost. I know of one 
reservair where a $2,000,000 dam had 
been built, which has silted up sixteen 
feet in five or six years. 

“Some people ask that the govern- 
ment should grant the arid lands to 
the States. That ought not to be per- 
mitted. People fear, with reason, that 
land granted to States would be ab- 
sorbed by syndicates and would prov 
a source of corruption. [I think tha 
it would be impossible to secure appro- 
priations in Congress to build federal 
storage reservoirs. The people in the 
East say: 

“ ‘You. westerners got your land free. 
Now you raise immense crops, which 
lower the market price of our products 
and decrease the value of our land. We 
are not gcing to tax ourselves to extend 
the process.’ 

“Right or wrong, this is an opinion 
widely held in the East. I am study- 
ing the subject, but I have not yet 
made up my mind as to whether or not 
the government should itself undertake 
the building of reservoirs.”’ 

“What do you think of the plan of 
the national government irrigating its 
arid lands and then selling ‘them to 
the people?” 

“I think that might meet with less 
objection. I have often thought that 
the public lands might be leased for 
long periods instead of sold. This 
would yield a very large revenue, even 
if no more than a cent an acre were 
received. Funds thus raised could 
expanses building of reser- 
voirs and in other enterprises | 
benefit of the land itself.” pops 

“Such a system of leasing public lands 
would aid us toward keeping them 
from being turned into deserts. The 
western lands used to be covered with 
native grasses of excellent quality. Of 
late years grazing has been too close, 
and in some regions the grasse’ are 
being killed and the lands made as 
bare as a road. If we could lease the 
public lands, it’ would be to the ad- 
vantage of the lessees to aid us in re- 
planting them with native or imported 
grasses. We are experimenting now 
in our experimental gardens in the 
dry States with grasses from Turkes-

EXHAUSTING THE SOILS. 

“Frere in California you are repeating 
the same experience which every farm- 
ing country has had. You are no longer 
getting such large crops from. the 
wheat fields as of old. The plan is be- 
ing tried in California of raising a crop 
one year and letting the wheat fields lie 
fellow the next., I am trying to get 
the farmers to adopt the wiser method 
of rotation of crops. They should plant 
some crop which will enrich the soil 
with nitrogen, such as Russian vetc; 
along with the wheat. The first year 
it will not interfere with the grain, 
and it will continue to grow during the 
second year, returning to the soil valu- 
able chemical constituents which have 
been taken away from it by the wheat. 
The alternating crop can be plowed 
in, or, better used as pasture feed. The 
Agristological Division is a very im- 


are hopeful 


| portant part of the Department of Ag- 


riculture. We have a number of agris- 
tologists in the field all the time, study- 
ing grasses.’’ 

“What do you think of the future of 
the bett-sugar industry?” 

“Great growth lies before it. I have 
just ordered twenty ‘tons of sugar-beet 
seed from France and Germany for 
next year’s experiments. ‘The industry 
is springing up in many different parts 
of the United States. Ten sugar-beet 
factories are being built in New York, 
and many more in Michigan and in all 
the Northern States. I have not vis- 
ited the sugar-beet factories of this 
coast on my present trip, because I 
have had other things of more im- 
portance to attend to. A special agent 
of the Department of Agriculture is in 
the field all the time, however, visit- 
ing the sugar-beet factories and beet- 
growing districts. The factories are 
getting along all right. They need 
no help, but the farmers may. The 
sugar beet is a deep-rooted plant, and 
gets all the moisture which is. to be 
found. The beet pulp should all be fed 
to dairy cattle, not to steers. If it is 
turned into butter and cheese, instead 
of meat, the profit from this will.make 
}it possible for us to compete sucecevss- 
fully with sugar-making anywhere. 

FROST-PROOF ORANGHRS. 

“We have given one creat industry 
to California—the navel orange. The 
parent tree is still growing under the 
care of the Department of Agricu'ture 
at Washington. Recently we have 
crossed the navel orange with a Japan- 
ese trifoliata, a species of orange 
-which bears worthless fruit, but which 
is very hardy as regards cold. We have 
a great many thousands of the young 
trees. All sorts of varieties of orange 
may be expected to result from the ex- 
periment, but it will be about three 
years before there is any fruit to show 
what our success has been. The new 
hybrid will stand much colder weather 
than the ordinary orange. It has b2en 
grown successfully at Washington and 
as far north as Philadelphia. If we 
can get one good variety of orange 
from the experiment, we will have been 
amply repaid, for Florida has lost all 
her orange trees and must have a va- 
Hees which will not readily succumb to

if you force a tree into bearing while 
young, it will not live nor bear fruit 
so long as a tree,which attains matur- 
ity less rapidly.’ The*remedy icr that 
difficulty will be to keep planting 
young trees.”’ 

“How about our dairy produ2ts?” 

“At present California is producing 
less dairy products than she consumes. 
A special agent of the department was 
sent to the Philippines to open mar- 
kets for'American dairy products. He 
succeeded in doing so, but California 
herself is not yet ready to supply the 
demand. 

“California greatly needs hard woods 
and coat. Prof. S. A. Knapp, the «le- 
partment’s agent, reports thot 
ace inexhaustible supplies of both in 


posit so extensive and so ensily reached 
that steamers go up under a‘bank and 
shovel the coal right down into 
vesse!l. 

‘“T began to be an expansionist just 
as soon as Dewey fought the battle of 
Manila Bay. I said to myself that a 
new problem had come up that must 
be answered, and my consideration of 
it convineed me that the duty and the 
best interests of the United States lie 
in retention of the Philippines. There 
are trade interests of immense impor- 
ance at stake. The Filipinos are at 
present incapable of independent self- 
government. I believe that the war 
has been vigorously and effectively 
waged. The humane treatment jii-- 
corded to the Filipino prisoners by cur 
forces has strengthened us. When'we 
took hold of the government of Cuha 
the ye'lcw newspapers declared that 
our efforts would result in faliure. 
They said that we knew nothing of 
colonial government. The success at- 
tained in Cuba and Porto Rico his ex- 
ceeded any one‘s anticipation. This, 
too, will strengthen us in the Philip- 
pines and hasten the close of the war. 

“The President has full knowledgc 
and control of the situation. He has 
complete confidence in Gen. Elwell S&S. 
Otis. a confidence that has been fully 
justified. Gen. Otis has mode n? Mmis- 
takes thus far.” 

‘What are the prospects for an in- 
crease in trade with the Orient?” 

“The Pacific is now our lake. Our 
trade with the Orient is crowing with 
immense rapidity. Few peopte kocw 
how much we are expanding. The 
other day at Tacoma I went on board 
of a vessel and asked the master to 
let me see what his cargo was, 
was lumber and flour from the Pacific 
Coast. tobacco (from, ‘Virginia, steel 
goods from Alabama, cigarettes and 
notions from New England. beer from 
Milwaukee, sugar machinery § from: 
Philadelphia, canned beef and oleomar- 
garine from Chicago, bicycles, and 
manufactured goods and naturel prod- 
ucts from all over the country. Ex- 
pansion is not merely of our territory, 
tre of our trace. All over the co 
try the leaven of expansion is working. 
People are strong for ‘it all through 
the East, and even in the Democratic 
South the spirit is strong.” 

NICARAGUA CANAL. 

“Do you think the Nicaragua Conal 
will soon be built?” 

“If the commission now investigating 
the route reports favorably by the next 
session of Congress, I think it proba- 
ble that oan oppropriation will be made 
at that time. The reason that an ap- 
propriation was not made at the last 
sese:on was that some of the members 
of Covgress thought thet the subject 
had not been sufficiently investigated. 
It is not a question of the money it 
wili cost. The Pacific railroads paia 


back every dollar that the government | 


gave them. The voyage of the Oregon 
around Cope Horn during the Spanish 
war taught everybody the immense 
need of the canal as a measure of 
public safety. The commercial neces- 
sity for its construction is not a mat- 
ter for dispute. Colifornio will ship 
through the cansl most of her non- 
perishable products. The State wil! 
be greatly benefited by the enterrrise. 

“TIndoubtedly an Hawaiian cable wil! 
be laid soon, either by private capital 
or by the government. I should like 
very much to see it laid and owned by 
the United Stotes, but the probable 
action of Congress con almost any mat- 
ter is extremely uncertain.”

SHALL THESE THINGS BE IN THE 
CITY SCHOOLS? 


The Giants of the Board of Educa- 
tion Wrestle with this, Knotty 
Problem, but “the Fine Italian 
Hand’ Impels a Reconsidera- 
tion. 


The Board of Education met last 
evening in the rooms on the sixth floor 
of thé Homer Laughlin building and 
for hours ‘wrestled with the all-absorb- 
ing topic of cooking and sewing classes 
for the city schools. There seemed to 
be a great difference of opinion among 
the members of the board as to the 
proper conditions under which these 
innovations should be introduced. Some 
thought that sewing should be taught 
to the girls only, some that boys and 
girls were entitled to equal privileges 
in the matter, while still others gave 
expression to the opinion that the 
Sloyd work now taught to the boys-in 
the sixth, seventh, eighth and ninth 
grades should be extended to the 
fourth and fifth grades, and the course 
opened to the giris as well. No agree- 
ment was reached in the matter, how- 
ever. 

Before taking up the question for 
which the special session’ of the board 
was called, the report of the committee 
on furniture, fuel and building sup- 
plies was presented to the board for 
action. ‘he report recommended that 
the bids of some eighteen firms for 
furnishing supplies be accepted, the 
items covering everything in the line 
with the exception of linseed oil and 
lumber. After reading, the report was 
laid on the table for subsequent action. 
The report of the committee on educa- 
tional supplies was adopted as pre- 
sented. ‘Ihe report proviaed that the 
bids of local firms on everything but 
printing be accepted. The bids on 
printing were said to be too confusing 
and that from them it was impossible 
to make out which were the cheapest. 
The bids for supplies .in this line will 
be reopened. 

The matter of blackboards for the 
schools was taken up and a lengthy 
‘discussion as to the relative merits of 
} the Hilo plate and that brand which 
is supplied by the local department 
under the direction of the Superintend- 
ent of Buildings, followed. Special em- 
phasis was laid by the members of the 
'board on the reflecting qualities of the 
two kinds of blackboards, it being the 
intention to secure the kind that would 
be least hurtful to the children’s eyes. 
Mrs: C. P. Bradfield, supervisor of 
drawing in the city schools, was called 
and in answer to questions said that, 
while we had not given any critical 
thought to the exact points under dis- 
cussion, she was of the opinion that the 
present boards were in the main a very 
bad set, as they were prone to crack. 
Mrs. Bradfield said that she knew of no 
kind of boards that would not crack, 
but that the boards placed in the four- 
téen new school buildings by the de- 
partment seemed to be better than the 
old ones. The green tint seemed to be 
best adapted to the preservation of the 
eyes, as the glare was less. The 
boards in the Pico Heights School were 
instanced as a model of the best kind 
in the city. 

William Wincup pointed out to the 
‘board that three years before $14,000 
had been spent on eleven buildings for 
blackboards, a rate of about $1.62 per 
square yard. The green-tinted black- 
boards supplied by the department 
-could be furnished for ‘about 45 cents 
@ yard and the glare seemed less harm- 
-ful, while the ards were about as 
}Servicea le. Upon'this. showing, the 
motion that the report ‘of the building 
superintendent be adopted and the 
green-tinted boards be placed in the 
schools by the department was car- 
ried, Charles Udell alone voting in the 
negative. 

The ——. of the Committee on In- 
dustrial Education and Kindergartens, 
consisting of H. I. Jones, William Win- 
cup and Charles Udell, was then taken 
under consideration. The report pro- 
vided that classes in sewing be started 
in all the primary and grammar grades 
below the ninth and that a competent 
supervising teacher be employed at,.a 
salary not to exceed $100 per month. 
The estimated expense was $1 per room 
for preliminary fitting up and $1 per 
room for &annual running expenses. Une 
centrally-located room was to be fitted 
for a cooking class, as a preliminary 
experiment looking to the extending of 
the system to all the schools. The cost 
of the outfit for the room was esti- 
‘mated at $250 andthe salary of a com- 
petent teacher at about $100 per month. 

he committee also recommended that 
additional Sloyd rooms be put in to 
accommodate all the pupils in the 
grades in which that branch is now 
taught and that the system be gradu- 
ally extended to the fourth and fifth 
grades. . 

This report produced no end of dis- 
cussion, in which it developed that 
there was a decided misunderstanding 
among the members of the committee 
as to éxactly what was meant by some 


that the phrase “all pupils’ included in 
the report referred to the boys simply, 
while Mr. Udell was just as positive 
that the expression meant just what it 
said, and included the girls as well. 
Superintendent Foshay was called upon 
to straighten out the matter and stated 
‘that all the boys were already provided 
for in those grates in which Sloyd was 
taught. Mr. Wincup then remarked 


the report that he had signed, and that 


hand” had been used to good effect. 
The report was thereupon referred 
back to the committee, who retired for 
a few minutes to adjust their differ- 
ences. On .the return of the com- 
mittee, two reports “were presented.

The steps the board would 
take if it adopted the majority report 
would start the. girls down one avenue 
of education and the boys down an- 
other, Jones of the Seventh thought 
that, if that were true, it was just the 
thing, as he had always thought that 
the girls should learn to sew, to make 
their clothes, and the boys should learn 
to use tools’ in order to make a living. 

Superintendent Foshay was asked 
what he thought about extending the 
privileges of the Sloyd work to the 
girls, and whether they would prefer 
sewing or Sloyd. In his opinion, about 
90 per cent. of the girls would take 
Sloyd in preference to sewin 
factlities were . afforded. The nine 
rooms at present in use for the Sloyd 
work required a yery, long walk on 
the part of some of the boys who at- 
tended, and it would not be practical 
to have the girls walk’so far. |

COMMERCIAL. 


SALMON. From several independent 
egurces comes interestong news concern- 
ing salmon. The catching “and mar- 
keting of this fish has been a great 
industry on the coast for thirty years, 
The Sacramento River swarmed with 
salmon when fishing an a large scale 
was begun on the stream. The fish 
was caught and no means used to keep 
up the supply. For years the pack on 
that stream has been a paltry few 
thousand cases. The Columbia River 
has been a large producer of salmon, 
the pack gt times running to above 
600,000 cases. The spring salmon is the 
fish of commerce, fall fish being al- 
ways inferior, and the royal chinook 
has been the best fish of the «pecies. 
The run lasts from April to August. 
This year the catch will be hardly 
half the maximum of big years, that is 
less than 300,000 cases. The Times a 
few days ago’brought the unhappy 
news that the royal chinook is about 
exterminated on that stream, and that 
fishing is likely to bé@ stopped during 
the month ofi June, when the big run 
takes place, in order to replenish the 
stream. That would mean that for 
several years the catch on the river 
would be less than half an average. The 
first ship ef the season is back from 
Alaska witha small cargo, of only 8000 
cases. But advices from several 
sources indicate a small pack in all 
Alaskan waters. A scientific party 
just returned from these northern 
waters reports that what has been 
done an the Sacramento and en the 
Columbia is being done in Alaska, and 
that something must be done to limit 
the catch or the fish will sqon be ex- 
terminated there, too. All this is felt 
in the salmon market of the day. The 
pack last year was small. A full pack 
in alt waters, including British Co- 
lumbia, means over 2,000,000 cases. 
Last year it was very, much less. Eng- 
jand sometimes takes as many as 1,259,- 
090 cases of salmon. Nearly all the 
British Coiumbia pack goes there, and 
much American fish besides. The 
market for the fish has broadened to 
include the whole world, and with our 
growing trade in the Orient, it will 
grow rapidly, How great it is every- 
where: may be estimated when it is 
known that the city of Los Angeles 
takes about 100,000 cases a year. Last 
year England got less’ than 900,000 
cases, or a shortage of 25 per cent. All 
other markets were in the same situa- 
tion of scant supply. The new pack 
comes on a 1s market, and the new 
pack is short. A local broker says

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


BUSINESS ON THE GREAT 
Lake — traffic is exceeding 
the most sanguine expectations. Rates 
now are the hjghest paid at midsummer 
for ten years past. Coal and ore offer 
in quantities too great to be quickly 
handled. Wages have advanced 10 to 
15 per cent., according to the Lake Ma- 
Trine News Bureau, which savs: The 
direct cause of the boom in lake busi- 
ness is the great activity in the iron 
and steel trage. The iron-mining com- 
panies are putting forth every effort 
to get down all of the ore possible 


from the mines before the close of 
navigation. Notwithstanding their 
efforts the movement of ore is not 


sufficiently large to meet the demand 
of the furnaces. The Tllinois Steel 
Company, at South Chicago, is 250,000 


at this time of the yer. he great 
steel plants in Ohio and Bittshburgh are 
little better off, but: they will need 
every ton they can secure. Less than 
three months ago even vesselmen be- 
lieved a dollar rate from Lake Super- 
ior was a thing of the past, yet the 
iron mining companies are now paying 
that figure for ships outside of their 
own fleets. 
narthwest, suppljed with coal from 
Lake Superior, will be in a bad way 
for fuel owing to the steadily-advanc- 
ing figure in coal freights from Ohio 
ports. Instead of moving their stocks 
early in the season the coal shippers 
pursyed the tactics which had been so 
successful in the years of depression.

STILL A MYSTERY. 


Identity of Suicide Reither not Yet 
» Established. 
The remains of the young man who 
committed suicide at No. 241 South 
Main street Sunday night have not yet 
been identified. The Coroner held an 
inquest yesterday morning, but ro light 
was shed on the mystery. The jury re- 
turned @ verdict of death by asphyxia- 
tion with illuminating , inhaled with 
‘suicidal intent. No evidence was sd- 
duced at the inquest that would tend 
‘to reveal the dead man’s idertity. 
. Several clews developed during the 
day, but on being followed up they led 
to nothing. An elderly couple, who re- 
fused to give their names, called at 
the morgue yesterday morning to view 
the remains; they also visited the. Cor- 
oner and requested permission to ex- 
amine the clothes worn by the de- 
ceased. All the explanation they would 
give in regard to their interest in the 
case was that they received a letter a 
few weeks ago requesting them to look 
out for and locate, if possible, a cer- 
tain young man who was supposed to 
‘have started for Los Angeles. They did 
not divulge the name of the young man 
they were seeking, nor tell the Coro- 
ner anything about his history. They 
@ppeared to be satisfied, however, that. 
the body at the morgue was not the 
corpse of the young man they were 
Jooking for, 
‘ H. Phillips, a commercial traveler, 
called at the morgue during the day to 
‘look at the body. He said he knew a 
drummer named Reither, which was 
the name given by the dead man at 
the lodging-house. Phillips said that 
the Reither he Knew sold goods to Har- 
ris & Frank and Mullen, Bluett & Co., 
but at neither of the stores named was 
anything known of a traveling sales- 
man by that name. Phillips failed to 
identify the body as that of the man 
whom he had known. 

The clew that gave most promise 
was furnished by C. W. Smith, proprie- 
tor of a small fruit store at No. 649 
South Broadway. Smith arrived in this 
city lately from Houston, Tex. From a 
‘description of the suicide’ he formed 
‘the opinion that the dead man was 
‘Harry Reynolds, whom he had known 
at Lafayette, La. Upon viewing the re- 
mains at the morgue Smith was almost 
positively convinced that the body was 
‘that of Reynolds. He said the young 
man he knew was a Jew, and that his 
father was formerly a liquor dealer at 
Lafayette, La. He had a brother who 
,was a fireman on the Southern Pacific 
Railroad. Smith said the Reynolds fam- 
‘ily were well-to-do people, but Harry 
always was eccentric and refused to 
work. He was a constant reader of 
blood-and-thunder novels, and was con- 
sidered sharper playing cards. 
Smith saw him often at Houston,-Tex., 
‘and thought he could not be mistaken 
‘{n the identity of the body. 

Undertaker Howry placed sufficient 
_confidence in Smith’s story to telegraph 
.to. Lafayette, La., to the supposed 
father of the suicide to find out whether 
‘any one of that description was miss- 
‘ing from there. Late in the afternoon 
the telegraph company replied that no 
.one of the address given could be 
‘found at Lafayette.

KNIPPENBERG’S ABSENCE 


A 


FRIENDS AND RELATIVES BELIEVE 
IT TO BE PERMANENT. 


Circumstances Seem to Indicate That 
He Deserted Wife and Children 
and Left a Lot of Anxious Cred- 
itors in This City. 


The rumor that William F. Knippenberg 
has levanted has all but ripened into cer- 
tainty. For several weeks his absence from 
home and his familiar haunts has been 
noted. At first it was explained that he had 
gone on a journey to a neighboring city to 
look after some business matters. Then 
began to be whispered about that his affairs 


were badly involved, and that he had left’ 


for parts unknown, probably never to re- 
turn again. Now his most intimate friends 
and his family openly acknowledge the fact 
that their worst suspicions have been con- 
firmed, and that he has deserted wife and 
children, and left a number of creditors in 
the lurch. 

Knippenberg came to Los Angeles in May, 
1894, and soon became one of the most widely 
known and most popular voung men in the 
city. He established himself in the grocery 
business near Westlake Park, in which he 


continued until July, 1895, when he took the’ 


agency for the Syracuse ‘‘crimson rim’’ bi- 
cycles. For a while he sold more bicycles 
than any other agent in town, and he became 
widely known as a promoter of bicycle races 
and other athletic events. The ‘“‘crimson rim”’ 
craze soon ran its course, and Knippenberg 
eventually turned his stock of wheels over to 
the Tuttle Hardware Company, with which 
firm he became related until a rupture re- 
sulting in a lawsuit occurred. ‘‘Crimson-rim 
Knip,’’ as he was familiarly dubbed, after- 
ward was in the employ of Baker & Ham- 
ilton, and finally drifted into the real estate, 
collections and loan business. His social 
qualities and affable manners made him pop- 
ular in club and business circles, and he en- 
joyed the confidence of many of the best 
people in the city. He was financial secre- 
tary and treasurer of Rev. Burt Estes How- 
ard’s Church of the Covenant; always mani- 
fested public spirit, was a member of the 
Chamber of Comerce, and was a handy man 
to serve on committees at public receptions 
or celebrations. He usually possessed and 
drove a well-groomed fast horse, and in com- 
petition at flower festivals the dointily-deco- 
rated phaeton of Mr. and Mrs. Knippenberg 
generally tcok a prize. 

But. sad to relate, the functions to whose 
gayeties Will Knippenberg contributed so 
materially will know him no more, according 
to the statements .cf those who appear best 
qualified to know. His business career ih this 
city was practically wound up July 1, roman 

penberg & yman, who had oa real estate 
and insurance office in the Douglas Block. H. 
C. Fryman, junior member of that firm, who 


is now proprietor of Hotel Vincent, appears 


to feel that his business relations with Knip- 
penberg were qinfortunate, and he blames 
Knippenberg for it. 

There are others who allege that Knippen- 
berg got the best of them by becoming in- 
debted to them for various sums. It is 
believed that the, bills he left unpaid will 
amount to $15" or $2000. Some of this is for 
money borrowed, and the rest on account of 
purchases made on credit. 

Knivpenberg bade his wife and little boys 
good-by on July 8, saying he was going to 
San Franciseo for o short stay. From that 
time to this the wife has not heard a word 
from her husband, and she has at last been 
reluctantly compelled to believe that he has 
deliberately deserted her. Her suspicions 
were first aroused by notification by the 
First Notional Renk that a draft drawn by 
her husband on the Hecla Consolidated Min- 
ing Company of Montana had been returned 
unhonored. Knippenberg had got the draft 
cashed at the bank prior to his departure. 
Later word was received from Montane that 
a check for $250 had been téndered by Henry 
Knivpenberg. father of Will, and that the 
draft would be honored on second presenta- 
tion. Knippenberg’s father is a wealthy 
resident of Indianapolis, Ind., but hag 
large mining interests in Montona. 
According to. current gossip this is not 
the first time he has helped his son out 
of difficulties. Mrs. Knippenberg’s parents 
also live in Indianapolis, and her father is 
now heré to take her and her two young 
sons to his home. 

The story that Knippenberg had domestic 
troubles, and that he left on that account 
is denied by the family here. A member of 
the household’ stated last night that his 
leave-taking was affectionate, and that the 
wife had not the slightest intimation that he 
was in trouble, and intended to desert her. 
Mrs. Knippenberg is too overcome by grief 
to discuss her troubles with any one, out- 
side of her family. but a caller at the resi- 
denee, No. 2124 Estrella ovenue, yesterday 
evening. was informed by one speaking with 
euthority that no domestic discord Jed to 
his going away in the manner in which he 
did. Although there were two sides to Knip- 
penberg’s life, according to this informant. 
he was kind to his family, and apveared to 
be fond of his wife and children. Mrs. Knip- 
penberg has at no time complained of his 
treatment of her. nor expressed mistrust of 
his consorting with other women. The story 
that he left Los Angeles in company with a 
woman is scouted by the deserted wife. 

In politics Knippenberg was an ardent Re- 
publican, and he teok an active part in local 
campaigns. One of his most intimate: polit- 
ical friends explains his absence on the 
grounds that he has gone tr Washington to 
eecure a position in the Philippines customs 
service, and that he went armed with high 
recommendations for a place of this kind. 
But for the unpaid bills that are cropping 
up, ond the fact that he has failed to 
communicate with his wife since his depar- 
ture. the story about a political mission 
would be accepted as 4 plausible explanation 
of his prolonged absence.
